David Zafer is Founder, Conductor and Musical Director of the 
University of Toronto Chamber Orchestra. 


Prof. Zafer’s early musical training included violin studies with Elie 
Spivak at the Royal Conservatory of Music, where he won numerous 
awards and scholarships. Since then he has earned an international 
reputation as an accomplished performer. 


He has worked with such renowned artists as Oscar Shumsky, Glenn 
Gould, Leonard Rose, William Primrose and Ivan Galamian. He has 
also performed with the Toronto and Baltimore Symphony Orchestras, 
the Stratford Festival Orchestra and the National Ballet of Canada. 


Since 1966, he has been Professor of Violin at the Faculty of Music of 
the University of Toronto. Many of his graduates hold major positions 
in orchestras, ensembles and teaching institutions in North America and 
Europe. He has served as performance coach for the National Youth 
Orchestra, the Canadian Festival of Youth Orchestras and is currently 
the Principal Conductor of the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra. 


Prof. Zafer has given masterclasses from coast to coast and abroad 
including at the Menuhin School in Surrey. While on sabbatical 
leave in 1993-94, he was guest clinician and conductor at the Reina 
Sofia School in Pozuelo, Spain. He recently founded a summer 
academy for advanced string students, the Zafer Institute for Strings, 


Michael Colvin is currently enrolled in the Opera School of the 
Faculty of Music, University of Toronto, where he studies with Patricia 
Kern. Recently, Michael participated in the Sir Peter Pears Memorial 
Course on English Song at the Britten-Pears School for Advanced 
Musical Studies in Aldeburgh, England. This month he will perform 
the role of King Ouf in the Opera School’s North American premiere 
of Chabrier’s L’Etoile. In April he will perform as part of the Sunday 
Series of the Aldeburgh Connection. 


Gabriel Radford is a fourth-year performance student of Fred 
Rizner at the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto. He has been the 
recipient of a Jean Chalmers Award to study with Hermann Baumann. 
Principal horn of the University of Toronto Symphony Orchestra since 
1994, Gabe also served as co-principal horn of the National Youth 
Orchestra in 1996, touring Canada and Japan. Last month, Gabe 
performed with the Toronto Symphony Orchestra in Richard Strauss’ 
Ein Heldenleben.
